PHKING, Jan, 22.—Premier Yuan Shi-|¢ 
Kafs efforts to bring about the abdica- 
tion of the throne have failed; and the 
‘situation in China has éntered a hew and 
perplexing phase. ; 

Prince Ching, the ex-Premier; Prince 
Pu-Lun, ex/President of the National As- 
‘sembly,-and Prince Tsai-Siun, brother of 
thé ex-Regent, absented themselves from 
the conferences of the imperial clan to- 
day, and this left the decision as to abdi- 
cation to the reactionaries, who have been 

strengthening their hand steadily since 
the Premier permitted. the probability of 
abdication to become known. 

Curiously enough the Princes of Inner 
Mongolio,, whom the Manchus consider in- 
ferior to them@elves, rallied to the aid of 
the Manchus. At a previous meeting one 
of the Mongols strongly controverted 
Prince Ching’s’ argument that the im- 
perial’ armiés* were unable to oppose the 
rebels. 

Apparently preparations wére complete 
for a provisional Government, and an ab- 
dication edict had even been drafted, but 
the announcement of such a course which 
had been allowed to become public, with 
the evident object of preparing the Man- 
chu troops/against the shock, inspired 
clansmen of all degrees to resist. 

The Empress, Dowager, being reluctant 
to. abidi¢ate, ‘has accepted the advice ott 
the reactionary princes. The matter of ap- 
pointing Yin-Tchang, the ex-War Min- 
ister, or Tieh-Liang; the®igrmer Tartar 
General at Nanking, to replace Yuan Shi- 
Kai was discussed, but the argument pre- 
vailed that the nineteen articles of the 
Constitution promulgated by the Nation- 
al Assembly last November should be ob- 


served. 

Yuan Shi-Kai'’s bluffing is becoming ob- 
vious. He has held special trains ready 
for, several days for his departure, but 
now that the Manchus have accepted 
his challengé he remains in Peking. He 
has asked for further so-called sick leave, 
indicating that he has no intention of re- 
tequlaies the Premiership. He is now 
recognized as anti-Manchu, therefore this 
distrustful country accuses him. of per- 
sonal designs. It may be, however, that 
hé is only following a patriotic determina- 
tion for the purpose of preventing a di- 
vision of the country, with the prospect of 
sub-divisions. 

The foreign legations, including the 
American legation, do not desire to see 
Yuan Shi-Kai retire, because a capable 
substitute for his office‘is not available. 
It ig realized that Yuan's presence alone 
prevents widespréad disorders in the 
north, which would endanger the lives of 
foreigners. It is believed that he will re- 
main in Peking, protected alike from Man- 
chu attacks and rebel dynamite, until the 
Manchus: discover their own inability to

The men who sought jobs as laborers 
began to’ arrive at the St. Paul Building 
early in the morning and by the time the 
place opened for business there was a 
crowd-in waiting. These men, some of 
whom carried dinner pails, swarmed into 
the hall and made ingress difficult for 
those ‘having business there. 

Mr. Sherman’s office in the building is 
ion the mezzanine floor, up a short flight 
vatos hall. Up these,stairs the advance 

s got to work at 6:30 A. ere were 
200 waiting. Hajf an hour later the crowd 
had doubled. The building superintendent 
was sent for and he telephoned to Mr. 
‘Sherman the condition of affairs. The lat- 
ter decl@red that he had not advertised for 
men and.then began the work of clearing 
the building of applicants. 

Some of the men shrugged their shoul- 
ders and departed, but the great majority 
declined to lieve the advertisement was 
not bona fide and refused to D& shouldered 
out of the way. The crowd of applicants 
was increasing every moment and the su- 
ges me in despair telephoned to Po- 
ice Héadquarters.

Although there is an approach to an 
agreement on the fundamentals, there are 
many details of the highest importance 
that yet remain to be considered, and.on 
these further negotiations will be neces- 
Sary before a definite agreement can be 
reached. 

On these points both sides were busy 
yesterday in conferences with their asso- 
ciliates, he Interborough bankers were 
going carefully over the financial side of 
new subway digging and its effect on the 
standing of the ‘Interborough-Metropoli- 
tan Company. At the offices of the Public 
Service» Commission Chairman Willcox, 
Commissioners Maltbie and Eustis, Con- 
troller Prendergast, and Borough Presi- 
dents McAneny, Miller of the Bronx, and 
Cromwell of Richmond were in consulta- 
tion for a couple of hours, and sent for 
George 8. Coleman and Leroy T. Hark-. 
ness of the commission’s legal department 
to give their opinion on legal points. 


Another Week to Tell the Tale. 

Another conference with the Pennsyl- 
vania officials and other intermediaries is 
expected to take place to-morrow, and it 


may be the end of the week before the 
terms of the proposed settlement are 
finally drawn up and announced. It is 
as likely ‘as mot that these terms will 
finally come from the intermediaries. So 
far, airman Willcox pointed out yes- 
terday, the city has made no offer and 
no member of the Public Service Com- 
mission has da for any conference 
with the Interborough. 
the Interborough has not been directly 
represented at any of the Pennsylvania 
conferences, and it wants to have full 
assurance from the city on all the many 
points in dispute before it expresses its 
own desires. 

There seemed yesterday less likelihood 
of the final settlement being upset by 
a dispute as to the amount of preferen- 
tial paymen that the city will allow 
to the Interborough. Pressing of this 
yesterday, Chairman Willcox said: 

“IT am absolutely opposed to the grant- 
ing of any guarantee to the Interborough, 
but I do not. see the objection to some 
kind of preferente.” 

There has been from the beginning of 
the negotiations a difference of opinion 
as to the amount that this preference 
should be. The Interborough last June 
wanted 9 per cent. on its present invest- 

ment, and this, according to recent re- 
ports, has been pared down to 876 or 
some similar figure in the conferences. 
The city officials are more disposed to 
meet the Interborough on this point be- 
cause they note that waeterer prefer- 
ence the company will get the city also 
will get immediately Sarwar. That 
is, if after the operating expenses have 
been paid the Interborough takes next 
from the gross receipts 9 or 8.76 per cent. 
on its capital invested, the city will then 
have the right to take its 9 or 8.76 per 
cent. on its investment before the bal- 
ance is divided equally between it and 
the ‘company.

THE COLLISION AT KINMUNDY. 


Had the private car been of all-steel 
construction which bore James T. Har- 
aHAN, the ill-fated ex-President of the 
Illinois Central Railroad; EB. B. Prmrcs, 
its General Solicitor; F. O. MgLcumr,.a 
Vice President of the. Rock Island sys- 
tem, and E.pripczg E. “WRIGHT, son of 
the ex-Secretary of War, the express 
that crashed into their train at Kin- 
mundy might not have telescoped it‘ 
and hurled them into eternity. “The 
steel Pullman just ahead withstood the 
shock, and its occupants estaped with 
slight injuries. The private car col- 
lapsed like an egg shell. 

The responsibility for the disaster will 
be fixed in due course, but the simple 
precaution of using a steel coach would 
have made it less frightful. - The Inter- 
State Commerce Commission in its an- 
nual report last month dwelt upon the 
“ superiority of steel equipment as com- 
pared with wooden cars.” . This was 
“graphically illustrated” by the fact 
that, during-the past fiscal year,. five 
of the collisions investigated inyolved 
wooden cars, and occasioned the death 
of 62 and injuries to 567 persons, while 
in but one accident of a like character 
involving steel equipment, there result- 
ed “no fatalities among passengers 
and only one serious personal injury.” 
The report continued: 

The cost of a steel car is but little 
more than that of a wooden car. The 
cost of maintenance. of the steel car 
cannot be accurately stated at this 
time, but there is no reason to assume 
that.it will be much greater than for 
a wooden car. In any event, the extra 
cost of construction and maintenance 
cannot equal the advantages arising 
from the added safety which the steel 
car affords. 

As reforms in train management and 
the installation of safety .devices fol- 
lowed. the 
years ago of President Samur. SPENCER 
of the Southern Railway, the fatalities 
yesterday to prominent railway offi- 
cialis will carry their own forceful lées- 
son to the managers of all the great 
transportation systems. In favoring 
the principle of House Resolution No, 
11,822, which would require the rapid 
installation on all roads of steel passen- 
ger cars, the Inter-State Commerce 
Commission recommended: 

It would seem highly important that 
the provisions of such act as may be 
passed in this respect should include 
all mail, baggage, and express cars. 
Further, the Commission would pro- 

hibit after one year from the passage 
of the law the bringing into use of 
new cars not conforming to its provis- 
ions. As orders are doubtless placed 
and contracts in existence for building 
new cars partly of wood, an immediate 
prohibition might be impracticable. 
But the time within which. ali cars 
should be made of steel or thrawn out 
of service should be fixed at once, and 
should be as brief as is expedient.

We 
are exporting gold, commodities, and 
credit, than which there could be no 
better proof that there is no need of 
the largest banknote circulation im our 
history, to say nothing of an increase 
of it. Yet last week the National banks 
injected $1,820,520 more of their notes 
into cireulation.

When railways. must put out notes 
because there is no fair market for 
bonds, and when Manhattan mortgage 
loans command a minimum rate which 
used to-be a ruling or high: rate, then 
there is no -such-true abundance’ of 
capital as is indicated by a constantly 
swelling ‘banknote circulation and a 
readiness té lend . abroad for .short 
terms. Or if it be argued that a 
capital is abundant it must be admit-| 
ted that it is not accessible except un- 
der conditions insuring its future re- 
turn undiminished. In any case addi- 
tional banknotes under such conditions 
show that our monetary system is un- 
endurable. 








HONOR AMONG CONVICTS. 


“It is a good thing that Gov. Hooper 
of Tennessee intends to call a confer- 
ence of the Governors of fourteen 
States of the West and South to de- 
vise means to improve the system of 
prison punishment. The evils are well 
eneéugh known. They may all be 
summed up in the failure to make 
prisoners the better for their ,treat- 
ment; and in the tendency to make 
the large number of youthful prison- 
ers criminals for life through their 
treatment and through their inter- 
course with older men of the criminal 
class. 

A striking suggestion comes from 
Gov. CoL_quirr of Texas, who, in‘a let- 
ter to THe Times, states that he has re- 
céntly submitted it tothe authorities of 
a number of counties in his State. It 
is that the convicts shall be employed 
on public works, with no armed su- 
pervision, with no prison uniform, sim- 
ply giving their word that they will 
not try to escape, they receiving in re- 
turn 25 cents a day for their fam- 
ilies. The counties are to pay for the 
convicts’. maintenance. The penalties 
in case of attempted escape are to be 
severe. The experimentehas been made 

in the Bast at Montpelier, Vt., in a 
small place and on a cmall. scale, and 
our readers may recall our account of 
it. Whether it. would work with a 
large number of convicts remains to be 
geen. The policy has the immense ad- 
vantage that it turhs. the minds of 
the convicts away from crime and 
toward ‘a’ decent life, away fromthe 
past and toward the future, and sup- 
Plies @ definite hope and purpose in 
the right direction. Honest toil, some 
compensation, and a sense of being 
trusted are undoubtedly strong forces. 
If they are: strong enough, prison ex- 
perience may~be made a door leading 
upward instead of the entry on worse 
and deeper depths, and that would be 
an incalculable gain. 








FRANCE AND’ ITALY. 


At first glance the seizures from 
French ships by Italian’ war vessels 
seem like a modern repetition of the 
famous Trent affair, which brought 
this country so near to disastrous quar- 
tel with Great Britain fifty years ago, 
It is claimed by the French Govern- 
ment, that the seizures were. effected 


_|beyond the limit that the:Italian block-|_ 


ade can be held to run, that the prop- 
erty seized was not in intent or in 
obvious character contraband of war, 
and that both the property and the 
persons against. which the Italian 
naval officers proceeded were entitled 
to entire respect from belligerénts. On 
the other hand, the Italian Govern- 
mént; so far, maintains that the prop- 
erty—two aeroplanes—was. distinctly 
within the definition of munitions of 
war, and that thé persons, some two- 
score Turkish’ members of the Red 
Crescent Society, corresponding to the 
Red Cross, included armed men on 
their way to serve against Italy. 

It is reported in the dispatches that 
the Italian Government has proposed 
that. all the matters arising out of the 
recent incident be referred to The 
Hague Court for arbitration. On the 
other- hand, it was at first rumored 
that France, since her officials had 
once decided .on the character of the 
Turks seized, would irefuse to submit 
the decision to grbitration, and had 
even ordered a naval demonstration 
at Toulon to enforce the position thus 
taken and the demand for the. sur- 
render of the captured persons. Such 
action on the part of the French Gov- 
ernment would he too cruelly absurd, 
too appallingly. inconsistent with reason

Profit on, Rails. 


After going through the various stages 
of inter-company treatment, the book 
cost on-heavy: Bessemer rails was $21.27. 
The intermediate profits were $2.47, mak- 
ing the revised cost $18.80. The price of 
Bessemer steel rails, the report says, has 
been fixed for more than ten years at 
about $28.a ton. It is roughly estimated, 
according. to this that the profit.on rails 
thus equals from 11 to 17 per cént. of the 
investment.

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OUR LOANS. TO’ EUROPE 


United States Steel Declines a Frac- 
tlon — Stee} Trade’s Position In 
Respect to. Tariff Reductions. 


The most direct response to news devel- 
opments: presented in yesterday's Stock 
Exchange trading occurred in the bond 
department, where the Interborough-Met- 
ropolitan 44s became very active at some 
advance In price as a result of the beiief, 
which was strengthened between the close 
of Saturday's and the opening of yester- 
day’s market, that an agreement would at 
last be entered into between the city and 
the Interborough Rapid Transit Company. 
The Interborough-Metropolitan stocks 
themselves made some further advance, 
but the effect of the news upon them was 
somewhat spent by fhe exceptionally 
sharp upward movement in these shares 
toward the close of last week. A factor 
of much broader bearihg. came in the 
shape of the outline of the proposed steel 
schedule revision which the day's dis- 
patches’ from Washington brought. The 
extent of the proposed cuts in existing 
duties caused no surprise and the market 
as a whole seemed somewhat indifferent 
to these definite suggestions regarding 
lower duties on steel products. United 
States, Steel, it. is true, closed with a loss 


lof %, but this was no greater change in 


price than has occurred on many days 
when there was no news directly bearing 
on steel trade affairs.. If present condi- 


|tions in the steel trade were reversed and 


our own market active and high at a time 
when the foreign markets were depressed, 
the influence of proposed tariff reductions 
in the steel and fron’ schedule would be 
much greater than it is likely to be under 
existing conditions. . Relatively, and in 
some cases actually, foreign iron ana 
steel prices are above present prices in 
this country and high import duties mean 
less under these conditions than they 
would in the opposite situation. 

Further bids for money made in this 
market yesterday from abroad helped to 
emphasize the position of New York as 
the cheapest money centre of, the world, 
With ninety-day money offered here at 
2% per cent. the French Government, ac- 
cording to advices received here, has just 
paid 8 per cent. in Paris on three months’ 
Treasury bills, while Germany, which for 
the time being holds the® distinction of 
being the cheapest of the Buropean money 
markets, is bidding rates to our bankers 
which may induce them to make further 
advances, or at all events renew matur- 
ing loans. From that market came bids 
of 8% per cent. for thirty-day money and 
4 per cent. for three months, while the 
discount market there is down to 8 per 
cent. In London the discount market was 
easier yesterday than .on any recent day, 
with the rate quoted at $5 per cent., but 
time. loans there still offer to the lender 
4 per cent, and advance bids made for 
contango money for the next settlement 
which begins on Jan. 80, indicate that as 
much as 4% per cent. will be paid for 
fortnight use. of money on the Stock Ex- 
change. 

The relations which these facts imply 
between the American and Huropsan 
money markets find reflection in contin- 
ued strength of sterling exchange. The 
decline in discount rates in London has 
not gone far enough, nor is the ease in 
discounts in Berlin under the conditions 
attending it sufficiently convincing to 
make it probable that either of those mar- 
kets will soon become as easy a8 our own, 
and even in Paris. the outlook does not 
suggest that that market any more than 
Berlin or London will deprive New York 
of its present prominence in money mar- 
ket ease. We might well lose our present 
position in this respect without regret, for 
that: would imply greater ease for money 
at home than now prevails, and that in 
turn would carry an indication of expand- 
ing trade and increased business profits. 


‘None the less it is interesting that since 


the beginning of this year the New York 
market has made loahs to France, to Ger- 
many, and to Great Britain.
